Harry Hawgood, consulting engineer, of Los 
Angeles, h*s been called into consultation by 
the State Departm ent of Public Works in its 
studies on the conservation of the w aters of 
Southern California. 
%he Departm ent of Public 
Works has, during the past year, 
made 
the 
analysis of more than 1000 reservoir sites lo­ 
cated in mountainous regions of the state. 
These investigations are being carried on un­ 
der the enactment of the 1921 legislature appro 
priating $200,000 for the investigation of the 
water resources of the state. 
This bill ask^d 
the departm ent to prepare a general compre­ 
hensive plan which would irrigate the maxi­ 
mum area and develop the greatest power pos­ 
sible. 
Various estim ates of the past have placed the 
maximum area which can be ultim ately irri­ 
gated at from one-half to two-thirds of the 
twenty-four million acres of agrcultural land 
which needs irrigation w ater to reach maximum 
production. 
The departm ent is endeavoring to 
find a plan whereby a greater area may he 
w atered and remove this upper limit to develop­ 
ment. 
In making plans for the maximum use of 
w ater in Southern California, all such storage 
sites have been investigated, and In addition the 
great underground w ater basin of the southern 
part of the state have peen incorporated in the 
studies. 
Hawgood, in addition to serving as a 
member of the consulting board appointed by 
the Governor to advise with the departm ent in 
these investigations, is advising with the depart­ 
ment in preparing plans for the means of ob­ 
taining the maximum use of w ater in Southern 
California. 
The first conference with the en­ 
gineers of the departm ent will take place in 
Hawgood’s office in Los Angeles the early part 
of next week.
